New York, Feb. 15.—[Special.]—Fire early 
this evening destroyed the machine shops 
at the Brooklyn navy yard, involving a loss 
to the government of $1,500,000.

COMMITTEE MEASURE. 


Talk Heard in Springfield in Both 


Parties of Fighting the Regulator 


Drafted by Berry and His Col- 


leagues—Declared by Some It May 
Be So-Altered by Amendment That 
It Will Become Strictly a Company 
Measure—Creates a Lively Row. 


SPRINGFIELD BURBAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 


Springfield, Peb. 15, 


Among the members of the General As- 
sembly tonight feeling seems to be stronger 
than ever in favor of passing a bill re- 
enacting the old horse and dummy act of 1874 
and bringing it up to Wate by making it in- 
clude cable and electric motive power. This 
talk is heard on every corner, and so strong 
is the feeling that there need be no surprise 
if a resolution is offered in thé Senate with- 
in the next forty-eight hours calling for 
the reporting by the Committee on Munici- 
palities of just such a bill. 

The bill prepared by the Senate committee 
and indorsed by the House committee this 
morning is regarded here by the knowing 
ones as almost too good” a thing. Some 
of the lawyers in the General Assembly 
say that with the elimination of one or two 
sections, which might be done by amend- 
ments, the bill will be a most favorable one 
for the street car companies. 

This is an old trick in legislative circles, 
the process being to send an apparently an- 
tagonistic bill through one House and amend 
in the other so as to make quite a different 
measure of it. 

The bill came in from the Senate com- 
mittee this morning and was ordered printed 
and sent to a second reading. It will be 
taken up probably on Tuesday of next week. 
Some of the Senators are dubious about the 
bill and a few of them declare they will 
never vote for it until the Allen law is re- 
pealed. 


Discord Becomes Apparent. 


About 9 this morning Chairman Mueller of 
Cook got his House Committee on Municipal 
Affairs together with a view of pushing 
out the Senate bill. The clerk of the com- 
mittee read the bill with all speed, and then 
Mr. Muller, despite the protests of the 
Democrats and some of the Republicans, 
declared carried a motion to give the bill 
favorable report. This brought on a lively 
row. 

A few minutes later the Republican steer- 
ing committee of the House met in the 
Speaker’s room and it was proposed to 
send the bill along under whip and spur 
as a@ party measure. The row broke out 
afresh, and, on taking an account of stock, 
the friends of the bill found that the Demo- 
crats would not vote for it, nor would a 
Sreat number of Republicans, who claim 
they were not advised as to the character 
of the measure and would not support it 
until they knew what they were doing. 

In order to bring harmony about, an agree- 
ment was reached by which the bill was hot 
to be taken up until next week, and when it 
does come up Trautman is to be given the 
privilege of making the: motion to recom- 
mit it to the Committee on Municipal Af- 
fairs. This was accepted, and shortly after 
the House convened Mueller offe the 
bill, Trautman stated his proposition, which 
was accepted by the Speaker, and Mc- 
Goorty followed with a motion to commit 
to the Committee on Judiciary. This was 
put to a viva voce vote, and the Speaker 
declared the motion lost. 

The bill has been ordered to a second 
reading and is now in the hands of the 
printer. It won't get back until early next 
week and all sorts of things may happen 
in the meantime. Nor are the Cook County 
members a unit on the proposition. 


‘‘ Splendid,” Says Allen.

The Republican steering committee of the 
Senate met tonight and decided to hold a 
caucus of all Republican Senators next 
Tuesday night. 

It will be remembered that the Republican 
committee of Cook County has within the 
last year or two spent many thousand dol- 
lars in attempting to bring to justice men 
who have violated the election law of the 
State. When these cases were brought to 
trial it was discovered nothing could be done 
owing to the fact the election laws were 
faulty in many particulars. 

A subcommittee of that committee con- 
sisting of Senators Campbell and Busse and 
Chris Mamer was appointed to prepare such 
amendments to the election laW as would 
make it operative, and this committee has 
been. diligently at work for some months. 
Eleven amendments to ithe law are required, 
and these are the subject of a bill offered by 
Senator Busse. 

The caucus is called that the subcommittee 
may explain to the Republican Senators 
the necessity of the bill lest some of the 
amendments fail, thus rendering the bill of 
no value. 

Joseph Donnersberger of the South Park 
board of the City of Chicago is here in the 
interest of two park bills introduced by Rep- 
resentative Shanahan, the first of which 
makes provision for the creation of a park 
at Thirty-seventh street and Western ave- 
nue.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special.]— 
Conferences were held today between the 
Secretary Bliss, and Attorney 
General Griggs looking-to the settlement 
of the Centra! Pacific debt. 

Under the law passed by Congress at its 
last session a commission was created, to 
consist of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the Secretary of the Interior, and the At- 
torney General, with full power to come to 
a full settlement,. under the approval of 
the President. Today's conference was one 
of the first steps in this direction, although 
there has been a previous understanding be- 
tween the different Cabinet officers, so that 
the absence of Secretary Gage did not affect 
today’s conference, as he was fully ad- 
vised of the steps about to be taken. 

On June 30, 1898, the Central Pacific owed 
the government for the principal of its 
bonds $25,885,120, and for defaulted inter- 
est paid by the United States $36,573,624, 
making a total of $62,458,744.

Ultimatum to the Roads. 

It is in the nature of an ultimatum to the 
railroads, as it is not assumed that the three 
Cabinet officers and the President would 
fix any figure in advance of that contem- 
plated by law.

June 28, 1861, as the Central Pacific Railroad 
of California. June 28, 1870, it was consol- 
idated with the Western Pacific railroad 
company under the name of the Centra!

sinking fund and United States requirements 
and $10,000 yearly for organization expenses,

Under the acts of July 1, 1862, and July 2, . 
1864, thirty-year 6 per cent bonds were is- 
sued by the United States to aid in the con- 
struction of the Central Pacific amounting 
to $25,885,120, and of the Western Pacific 
amounting to’ $1,970,560, making a total of 
$27,855,680, which is secured by second mort- 
gage on the properties, the company’s first 
mortgage being a prior lien to that of the 
States. The aided portion of the 
road to which, under court decisions, the 
lien of the government is confined extends 
from the junction with the Union Pacific, 
near Ogden, Utah, to Sacramento, 
thence via Niles to San José, Cal.

~ United States seems not unlikely to lead to 
a partial ministerial crisis. Addressing an 

» Agrarian meeting recently Baron von Man- 
teuffel (Conservative) said: 

“Had we increased our navy sooner the 
United States would not have dared to use 
such language toward Germany.” 

At the annual congress of the Agrarian 
“league this week similar sentiments were 
‘heard. One speaker, referring to the speech 

of Herr. von Bulow, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, in the Reichstag last Satur- 
day in reply to the interpellation of Count 
von kanitz, said: * 

_ “ Itis useless to serve Americans with such 
sugar bread. If we want to impress them 
we must show them our fists. We want deeds 
from the government, not fine words. A 

/ great power like Germany cannot allow her- 
self to be made a fool of, as we so far have 

* done with regard to America.” 

After other speeches characterized by 
vigor of exaggeration the Agrarian league 
adopted a resolution congratulating itself 

- upon the alleged “ return of the government 
to Bismarck’s commercial policy.” 


Open Talk of a Crisis. 

. The newspapers, including the officially 
inspired organs, are openly talking of the 
ministerial dissensions. It is asserted that 

. the agrarian utterancés of Baron von Ham- 
merstein-Lexten, Minister of Agriculture, 
have so disturbed diplomatic negutiations 
that whole sentences*of his speeches have 
had to be omitted from the official reports. 

The Ministers, moreover, have had to keep 
careful watch whenever he addressed the 
Reichstag in order to correct possible mis- 
takes. For instance, on Jan. 30 Baron von 
Hammerstein-Lexten violently attacked 
Baron von Thielman, Imperial Secretary of 
the Treasury, but in the official report the 
name of a private Deputy, Herr Tiedeman, 
Was substituted, on the grourd that the 
Speech otherwise would haa#e disturbed the 
delicate sugar negotiations with the United 
States. The official reports hawe also omit- 
ted many anti-American remarks of Baron 
von Hammerstein-Lexten.

FIRING CLOSE TO MANILA. 


(Continued from first page.) 


When the Americans entered the place there 
were only a few Chinese thére. 


Raises Stars and Stripes. 

At 4:10 o’clock p. m. Captain Griffiths 
raised the American flag over the Presi- 
dencia. 

During the fighting outside of the town 
Lieutenant Frank Bowles of the Eighteenth 
Infantry, while working the light battery, 
was shot in the leg. In addition one private 
was seriously wounded and two were slight- 
ly injured. The rebel loss was severe. 

‘All was quiet on Monday when Colonel 
Potter left Iloilo. 

Two natives attempted to slip past the 
United States Cruiser Olympia during the 
night in a boat. They failed to respond 
when hailed, but kept paddling along. After 
a warning shot a sentry fired at the boat 
and killed one of the occupants and wounded 
the other. 


Fire on White Flags. 

Several rebels yesterday afternoon, having 
fired—from houses bearing white flags—on 
the American outposts, Colonel Smith, with 
Companies L, D, and M of the California 
Volunteers, proceeded to clean out the ene- 
my along his front. The rebels opposed 
him from the brush and.several skirmishes 
occurred, during which nine of the Califor- 
nians were slightly wounded before the 
rebels were driven out. 

The work proceeded today in a systematic 
manner, a gunboat shelling the villages ana 
working its rapid fire guns effectively on 
the jungle. The entire California regiment, 
with the exception of two companies, four 
companies of the Washington regiment, two 
companies of the Idaho regiment, and a bat- 
tery of the Sixth Artillery were engaged. 

The rebels were driven towards Lake La- 
guna de Bayo. The rebels held their fire, 
apparently being short of ammunition, but 
they fought desperately. ! 

The American outposts in this directio e 
now fully twelve miles out. 

All is quiet along the rest of the line, with 
the exception that an occasional exchange 
of shots between the sharpshooters breaks 
the monotony of the day. 


ISSUE RIVAL PROCLAMATIONS. 


Fuller Details of the Public Addresses 
Placarded at Manila by General 
Otis and Aguinaldo. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 15.—Mail advices 
from Manila received here today bring 
copies of two proclamations, one issued by 
General Otis and the other by Aguinaldo. 

In his proclamation to the natives of the 
Philippines, issued on Jan. 4, Major General 
E. 8S. Otis says that ‘‘in the war against 
Spain the United States forces came here 
to destroy the power of that nation and to 
give the blessings of peace and individual 
freedom to the Philippine people. We 
are here as friends of the Filipinos to pro- 
tect them in their homes, their employments, 
their individual and religious Niberty. All 
persons who, either by active aid or hon- 
est endeavor, codperate with the govern- 
ment of the United States to give effect to 
these beneficent purposes will. receive the 
reward of its support and protection. 

‘‘The President of the United States has 
assumed that the municipal laws of the 
country in regard to private rights and 
property and the repression of crime are 
to be considered to be continuing in force 
in so far as they may be applicable to a free 
people, and should be administered by the 
ordinary tribunals of justice, presided over 
by representatives of the people and those 
in thorough sympathy with them in their 
desire for good government. 

‘The functions and duties connected with 
civil and municipal administration are to be 
performed by such officers as wish to accept 
the assistance of the United States, chosen 
in so far as it may be practicable from 
the inhabitants of the island. While the 
management of public property and rev- 
enues and the use of all public means of 
transportation are to be conducted under the 
military authorities until such authorities 
can be replaced by civil adminstration, all 
private property, whether of individuals cr 
of corporations, must be respected and pro- 
tected. 

“If private property be taken for military 
uses it shall be paid for at a fair valuation 
in cash, if possible, and when payment in 


1 cash is not praticable at the time receipts 


therefor will be given, to be taken up and 
lMquidated as soon as cash becomes available. 

“The ports of the Philippine Islands shall 
be kept open to the commerce of all for- 
eign nations, and goods and merchandise not 
prohibited for military reasons by the mili- 
tary authorities shall be admitted upon pay- 
ment of such duties and charges as shail be 
in force at the time of importation.” 


Natives to Have Office. 

After quoting President McKinley's in- 
structions, General Otis says: 

“Tam fully of the opinion that it is the 
intention of the United States government, 
while directing affairs generally, to appoint 
the representative men now forming the 
controlling element of the Filipinos ta civil 
yositions of trust and responsibility, and it 
will be my aim to appoint to these such 
Filipinos as may be acceptable to the su- 
preme authorities at Washington. 

“It is also my belief that it is the inten- 
tion of the United States government to draw 
from the Filipino people so much of the mili- 
tary force of the islands as possible and con- 
sistent with a free and well-constituted 
government of the country, and it is my de- 
sire to inaugurate a policy of that character. 


Promises Them Independence. _ 

“T am also convinced that it is the inten- 
tion-of the United States government to seek 
the establishment of a most liberal govern- 
ment for the islands, {n which the people 
themselves shall have as full represengation 
as the maintenance of order ard law will 
permit, and wilich shall be susceptible of 
development .on lines of increased repre- 
sentation and the bestowal of increased 
powers into a government as free and inde- 
pendent as is enjoyed by the most favored 
my constant endeavor to co- 
with the Filipino people, seeking the 
good of the country, and I invite their full.

On the 
contrary, I say that I returned to these 
islands on board an American warship on the 
19th of May of last year with the decided 
and manifest proposition to carry on the war 
with the Spaniards to reconquer our liberty 
and our independence. 

**In the proclamation of General Otis he 
alludes to instructions written for him by 
his Excellency, the President of the United 
States, referring to the administration of af- 
fairs in the Philippine Islands. 

“I solemnly protest in the name of God, 
the root and fountain of all justiceand of all 
right, and who has given to me power to 
direct my dear brothers in the difficult work 
of our regeneration, against this intrusion of 
the government of the United States in the 
sovereignty of these islands. 

** Equally I protest in the name of all the 
Philippine people against this intrusion be- 
cause, when they gave me their vote of con- 
fidence, electing me, though unworthy, as 
President of the nation, when they did this 
they imposed on me the duty to sustain to 
the death their liberty and independence. 

‘* Lastly, I protest against this act, so lit- 
tle expected, of the sovereignty of America 
in these islands, in the name of all that has 
passed, of which I have proofsin my posses- 
sion, referring to my relations with the 
American authorities, which prove in the 
most unequivocal manner that the United 
States did not brimg me from Hongkong to 
make war against the Spaniards to benefit 
the Americans, but to help us to gain our 
liberty and independence, for the attainment 
of which object the American authofities 
promised me verbally their decided and effi- 
cacious codperation. 

‘“‘And so, you must understand, my dear 
brothers, that, united by bonds which it 
will be impossible to break, such is the idea 
of our liberty and our absolute independence, 
which have been our noble aspirations, all 
must work together to arrive at this happy 
end, with the force which gives conviction, 
already so generally felt, among all the peo- 
ple, to never turn back in the road of glory, 
on which we have already so far advanced,

Where He Threatens War. 

-On Jan. 9 a second proclamation, purport- 
ing to have been issued by Aguinaldo, was 
published. It contained the statement that 
if the Americans attempted to move from 
Manila into the interior or attempted to 
occupy the Visayas by force, their act would 
be considered as a declaration of war, and 
the Filipinos would immediately begin their 
fight for independence. 

The publication of this proclamation was 
prohibited as far as possible in Manila of 
account of its incendiary nature.

ESTIMATE OF PEACH LOSSES. 


Well Defined Belt in Michigan, Back 
from the Lake, Where Crop Is 
‘All Killed. 


Benton Harbor, Mich., Feb. 15.—[{Special. ] 
—The report from over this county is that 
twelve and eighteen miles out the peaches 
are killed without an exception. Nearer the 
lake hardier varieties will show a fair crop. 
Farther north the effect was disastrous 
without respect to varieties. Eighteen miles 
from the lake, where the record showed 28 
below, the trees, in some cases, froze and 
burst at the time the records on the lake 
shore was only 10 below. 

Grand Haven, Mich., Feb. 15.—[Special.)— 
Competent fruit men assert that the peach 
crop is completely ruined. The young trees 
are all killed and the older stock is about one- 
quarter killed. In Ottawa County alone the 
loss to fruit men will aggregate $200,000, 
and will put this section back fuly fifteen 
years in fruit culture. 


MAYOR SUES FOR DIVORCE. 


James M. Jones of Kansas City Ac- 
cuses His Wife of Desertion— 
Woman in Chicago. 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 15.—[Special.}— 
Mayor James M. Jones of this city has filed 
suit for divorce against his wife, Ada M. 
Jones, on the ground of desertion. Mr. and 
Mrs. Jones have been married about twelve 
years and came to this city from Oshkosh, 
Wis., seven years ago, when Mr. Jones en- 
tered the practice of law in this city. He 
soon took an active interest in politics and 
was elected police judge in 1894. At the ex- 
piration of his Judgeship he took his seat 
as Mayor and is now serving his second 
term in that office. About a year ago Mrs. 
Jomes left the city and is now at the 
Granada Hotel, Chicago, where she has been 
living some time with the only child, a son9 
years of age. It is not believed she will 
contest the case. 


OBITUARY. 


ROBERT E. WILLIAMS of Bloomington, 
Ill., died at his home on Feb. 15 of paralysis, 
aged 74 years. He was one of the most dis- 
tinguished rallway lawyers of Illinois. Three 
years ago he was compelled to abandon prac- 
tice owing to failing health. Two years ago 
he was stricken by paralysis and for one 
year he had been totally blind. Mr. Will- 
jams was born in Clarkeeville, Pa., in 1825, 
attended Washington (Pa.) Coblege, and 
went to Kentucky as a district school teach- 
er. After teaching four years he entered 
Bethany College, Virginia, and staid three 
years, studying law in addition to the regu- 
lar course. In 1849 he began to practice 
law in Clinton, Tex., where he was elected 
State’s Attorney. He married at Clinton, 
Tex., in 1851. In 1856 he located in Bloom- 
ingtom and rapidly rose to eminence as a 
lawyer. He was the regular attorney of the 
Akton and IHinois Central, and conducted 
many great cases for otherroads. His prac- 
tice was one of the most lucrative, and he 
amassed a large fortune, including 4,000 
acres of Western land. He wasa Democrat, 
and in 1868 was Democratic candidate for 
Attorney General of Illinois, but was de- 
feated. Former Vice President Adlai E. 
Stevenson studied law in Mr. Williams office. 
Mr. Willams keaves six sons and three 
daughters. Mrs. Williams died in 1883. He 
was a member of the Christian Church and 
a Mason.

JACK THE CLIPPER TAKEN 


CAUGHT WHILE CUTTING TRESSES 
FROM FRANSKY’S HEAD. 


Prisoner Is John W. Jorgenson, Who 
Confesses That He Attacked Six 
* Girls in the Last Two Days with His 
Scissors—Acknowledges to a Large 
Share of This Style of Assault Com- 
mitted in Three Years—Fights His 


Captors. 


** Jack the Clipper ** has been found. John 
W. Jorgenson, 24 years old, son of Christian 
E. Jorgenson, a furniture manufacturer of 
12 South Center avenue, was arrested at 6 
o’clock last evening by Detective Sergeant 
John E. Elliott and Detective John Evans 
of the Fair while in the act of cutting the 
tresses from the head of Erna Fransky, 560 
Ogden avenue, directly opposite the ruins of 
A. C. McClurg & Co.’s store. The prisoner 
fought desperately for his escape and nearly 
severed a finger from the hand of Sergeant 
Elliott. He was finally overpowered, how- 
ever, and taken to the Central Station, 
where he made a complete confession, and 
admitted that he had committed many sim- 
ilar offenses in the last three years. During 
the last two days six girls have suffered at

When Jorgenson was searched at the Cen- 
tral Station the police found in his pockets 
the scissors which he Kad used against Miss 
Fransky and a long braid, which he had» 
taken from another victim. He made noat- 
tempt at concealment, but declared that he 
was the victim of a mania for despoiling 
girls of their tresses, which possessed him 
so strongly at times that he was unable to 
resist the temptation. He also said that 
when no girls were on hand to be disfigured 
the same impulse would strike him if he saw 
a man who wore long hair. He was married 
last July and chose a girl of scanty hair, so 
that he would not be tempted to turn his 
scissors against his wife. 

**My wife and parents know nothing of 
this habit of mine,” he said, “ and they will 
feel terribly when they hear of it.” ; 

Jorgenson stoutly maintains he has a rival 
in the hair-clipping business. He lays claim 
to a great number of the cases, but says 
that many others he has read about in the 
papers, particularly those acts-which took 
place in the parks, are not of his doing: 

In appearance the prisoner is a well. 
dressed, good looking man, rather tall, with 
dark hair and mustache. He receives his’ 
support from his mother, who, he says, was 
divorced from his father several years ago, 
at which time his parents divided ‘their 
money. He lives at 488 West North avenue. 
He was educated at the Highland Park Mil- 
itary Academy and the military academy at 
Beaver Dam, Wis. At present he is study- 
ing drafting at the Columbia Institute, Jack- 
son boulevard and Wabash avenue. He 
claims considerable skill at this trade. 

The scissors which “ Jack the Clipper” 
has made use of are about three inches 
long, and ground to exceedingly sharp 
edges. The handles are held apart by @ 
spring, so that he was able to hold them 
inside of his hand unobserved, even when 
working. “Jack” declares he always 
throws the braids away as soon as taken, 
having no further use for them, «: 

“I have to yield .to my mania,” he re- 
marked. “‘At times I must cut hair. I 
dream of it at night, and the impulse is no 
more to be resisted than the appetite of an 
opium eater.’’ 


How He Was Traced and Caught. 

Complaints were taken to detective head- 
quarters in the afternoon from the managers 
of the department stores and Sergeant El- 
liott was detailed on the case to aid Detec- 
tive Evans. They found Jorgenson on State 
street, walkjng rapidly through the crowd 
and watching for possible victims. Directly 
in front of him they found Ella Tuthill, shorn 
of her braids, and they followed the suspect, 
who had been pointed oft to Evans on the 
day previous. Jorgenson went north on 
State street and turned east ‘on Madison, 
when it became apparent that he was fol- 
lowing Erne Fransky, who with her mother, 
Mrs. Elsie Langman, was on her way to the 
elevated station to take a train for her home. 

Opposite McClurg’s burned store the two 
paused to watch the workmen clearing the 
ruins, and Jorgenson closed up on the gir| 
and reached for her hair. The scissors had 
nearly completed their work when Elliott 
and Evans seized the clipper from opposite 
sides. He turned quickly and struck at 
Elliott with the scissors. viciously. The 
blood spurted as the steel struck his fingers, 
but Elliott grappled with his man and both 
fell to the sidewalk, where’they struggled 
fiercely until Evans came to his brother offi- 
cer’s aid. The officers were in citizens’ 
clothing and several spectators, thinking 
Jorgenson was being assaulted, tried to help 
nim, and it required the services of uni- 
formed policemen to secure him, 

When the handcuffs were fastened on his 
wrists ‘‘ The Clipper’ broke down and cried, 
He begged the police to kill him and said he 
was insane. At the station he fell to weep- 
ing again and begged Miss Fransky to for- 
give him. He was locked up. :

REJECTS THE NEW RULES.. 


MICHIGAN REFUSES TO RATIFY COL- 
LEGE CONFERENCE CODE. 


Believes the Question of Amateurism 
Should Not Be Legislated Upon Too 
Closely and That the Honesty of the 
Boards of Control of the Universi- 
ties Should Be Trusted — Believes 
There ls No Need of a Court of Ap- 
peal. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Feb. 15.—[Spéctal.]J— 
Michigan has practically rejected the rules 
which were formulated and proposed by the 
conference of the seven big Western colleges 
at Chicago last November. The Board of 
definite length of time, and as the action was 
definite length of time and as the action was 
unanimous they are not likely to consider 
them again. 

Wisconsin and Purdue have accepted the 
rules, but Chicago, Illinois, Minnesota, and 
Northwestern have done nothing whatever 
with them. 

According to the agreement at the confer- 
ence the old rules were to remain in force if 
the various Boards of Control refused to 
ratify the action of their representatives in 
Chicago, so it looks as though the new rules 
would never become effective. 

The Michigan board puts the matter like 
this: The only way to securea high standard 
of amateurism is to obtain the sympathy of 
the student body. Experience has proved 
that any board may be hoodwinked if the 
student body is determined to do so. So the 
Michigan board gbelieves there should be 
fewer rulesand greater fidelity tothem. The 
conference should not attempt to provide 
rules for every infraction of the rules for 
amateurism, but should legislate on general 
principles, leaving the details to the hon- 
esty of the Boards of Control. 

The board felt that the rules @id not show 
enough improvement over the old ones to 
make their adoption desirable; that they 
were more complex and difficult to interpret 
and that there was no necessity for the pro- 
posed court of appeals.

' the whole, when the chair held that the canal 
bill offered as an amendment by Mr. Hep- 
burn was out of order. 

_ The friends of the Nicaragua bill were con- 
fident yesterday and today that they would

was sustained 127—109. 

Mr. Bailey, the Democratic leader, made 
“an argument in favor of the view that the 
amendment was in order. Mr. Grosvenor 
{Rep., O.] bore the brunt of the argument 
today in behalf of this contention. Messrs. 
Moody [Rep., Mass.], Dockery [Dem., Mo.], 


and Fleming [Dem., Ga], were pitted against | 


him. 

The debate thromghout the day was ex- 
ceedingly spirited and in the end a ma- 
jority of the members refused to override 
the House rules. No record is made of the 


. vote in committee of the whole. Party lines 


were not adhered to, the division in favor and 
in opposition to sustaining the chair’s de- 
cision being about equal on both sides of the 
political aisles.

Mr. Hopkins of Illinois occupied the chair. 
Just before the motion was made to go into 
committee of the whole Mr. Hepburn of 
Iowa, who ts conducting the fight on behalf 
of the Nicaragua Canal amendment, asked 
unanimous consent that the canal bill be 
made a special order for Tuesday next, but 
objection was made. ; 

The House then went into committee of 
the whole (Mr. Hopkins in the chair), on the 
sundry civil bill, the pending question be- 
ing the point of order raised against the 
canal amendment. 

Bailey Fears a Scandal. 

Mr. Bailey [Dem., Tex.] took the floor. He 
desired to address himself, he said, to the 
remarks of Mr. Cannon yesterday about the 
scandals which grew out of the building of 
the Pacific railroads. Although Mr. Cannon 
had not said so in so many words, Mr. Bailey 
eaid, he assumed that he feared in con- 
nection with the Nicaragua Canal a repeti- 
tion of the scandals which had disgraced 
the promoters of the Pacific railroads. 

Mr. Cannon interrupted to say that his 
criticism of the Pacific legislation was that 
it was loosely enacted and, therefore, opened 
the way to the scandals which had followed. 

Mr. Bailey, in reply, declared that the 

Pacific railroad scandals had not arisen out 
of loose legislation. There had been a deep- 
er cause. They had grown out of the un- 
fortunate partnership between the govern- 
ment and certain individuals. The virtue in 
the canal proposition before the House was 
that it avoided this deadfall. By its terms 
the canal would be constructed by the gov- 
ernment. He desired to vote upon the 
Proposition because he realized that sooner 
or later the House would be compelled to 
choose between this proposition and one to 
allow a. private corporation with govern- 
ment credit to build this canal. If the canal 
was to be built. by the government it must 
be based upon the theory that the canal was 
necessary for the support of our military 
and naval defense. Otherwise, if the gov- 
‘ernment could build foreign waterways in 
foreign territory, why could it not come back 
home arid build railroads for the benefit of 
interstate commerce. 


---Mr. Dockery [Dem., Mo.] made an argu- 
“ment in favor of sustaining the rules of the 


House, which, he contended, the proposed 
amendment violated. If this amendment 
was declared in order he gave notice he 
would offer an amendment to it to provide 
for the issue of enough additional legal 
tender notes to meet the entire cost of the 
construction of the canal. Mr. Dockery 
himself in favor of building the 
caragua Canal because it would aid the

DRAINAGE BILL FOR CALUMET. 


Measure to Be Introduced in Legisla- 
ture to Enlarge the Chicago San- 
itary District. 


Within a week a bill prepared by Attorney 
John P. Wilson will be introduced in the 
lature, providing for the annexation of 
the Calumet territory to the Chicago San- 
itary District, so that land south of Seventy- 
third street may be drained into the Chicago 
drainage channel. A committee of Calumet 
property-owners decided upon this course 
yesterday after an extended conference with 
the trustees of the Sanitary District. 

Clerk Joseph F. Haas of the Sanitary Dis- 
trict submitted to the trustees his annual 
report for the year 1898. It shows the total 
expenses were $5,875,334, and of this sum 
$1,239,919 was for construction, $375,175 for 
right of way, $680,000 for redemption of 
bonds, and $541,850 for interest on bonds. 
The gross receipts were $5,608,472. Presi- 
dent Boldenweck estimates that the total 
cost of the channel when completed will 
reach $32,000,000.

CALLS CUBANS INCAPABLE. 


A. L. Picaud Returns from Island and 
Says Natives Are Not Ready for 
Self-Governmeft. 


A. L. Picaud, a member of the Chicago 
Board of Trade, who has just returned from 
a three months’ visit to Cuba, during which 
he traveled over a good share of the island 
and acquainted himself with the condition of 
affairs, said yesterday it would be a calam- 
ity to turn over the government of the 
island to its people now. 

*“*In twenty-five years, perhaps,’ he said, 
* conditions may be such, in the evolution 
of improvement which is bound to obtain, 
that the people of Cuba will be able to main-~ 
tain a stable government, but to intrust 
them with that responsibilly now would be 
simply to invite anarchy and general de- 
moralization. 

*T cannot help believing that if our 
forces could have given the Cubans a good, 
sound thrashing it would have been of 
great value in bringing about the condi- 
tions which this country desires. The mi- 
nority class, composed of sober, responsible 
people with means, look with dread to na- 
tive government. They .are anxious that 
American control should be prolonged.”’

For the small investor or the seeker after 
employment he says the opportunities are 
not inviting.

In that one brief year 
tle Maine’s 266 murdered seamen have been 
terribly and justly avenged, and the larger 
evil of Spanish oppression, of which the 
Maine disaster was but a dastardly sign, 
has been brought to an ignominious end on 
the American continents and islands. It is 
not strange that the American people should 
“‘ remember the Maine.” 

That deadly explosion in Havana harbor 
on the night of Feb. 15, 1898, was “ heard 
round the world.” From that moment war 
existed—war to the death against Spanish 
rule in the new world. From that moment 
Cervera’s fleet was doomed and the map of 
the world was changed. The foremost mo- 
tive of the United States government in 
ordering Spain to get out of Cuba was the 
humane motive of freeing the Cubans from 
a cruel and murderous tyranny, but it is 
useless to deny that it was the Maine disas- 
ter that stung the government into action 
and that nerved the arm of both soldier and 
sailor in striking the blow against Spain. 
Does any one doubt that if the Maine had 
not been blown up Spain would still be 
temporizing and tyrannizing in Cuba? - 
Well might the marines and soldiers at 
Havana drape the graves of the Maine 
heroes yesterday and set the Stars and 
Stripes floating .in sad remembrance over 
the pitiful, gnarled hulk in the harbor! No- 
where could the sad event be more fittingly 
commemorated than on the soil that had 
been won by shot and shell from Spanish 
rule because of the martyrdom of these sea- 
men. Yet in a wider sense the United 
States and the whole civilized world must 
remember the anniversary of the Maine’s 
destruction, for that event has permanently 
altered the course of future history in both 
hemispheres. 
Momentous as was the disaster, it has 
already led to still more momentous conse- 
quences. It has shattered forever the old 
idea of exclusiveness and has made of the 
United States a world nation. By giving us 
the Philippines it has wrought a strange 
sea change upon the nation and has thrilled 
Americans with the determination to take 
up the white man’s burden and assume 
their place among the powers of earth. 
The sinking of the Maine has changed the 
balance of power in Asia and altered the 
course of history more or less for every na- 
tion, small or great. It has given us a 
powerful navy, spurred us to creating re- 
spectable coast defenses, and made us a 
power to be respected and reckoned with 
in every ocean. It has banished Spanisb 
cruelty from Cuba, Porto Rico, and the 
Philippines, and has opened these islands to 
American trade and to the blessings that go 
with the American flag. Seldom has soevil 
a deed brought so much good in {ts train. 

Most appropciate of all the ways of keep- 
ing the fateful anniversary is that adopted 
by the navy in jaying the keel of the new 
battleship Maine in-the shipyards at Phila- 
delphia. The vessel begun yesterday by 
the Cramp company will be a larger, swift- 
er, more formidable battleship than the one 
the Spaniards sunk a year ago. It will be 
a first class battleship of 12,500 tons, with 
four twelve-inch guns and twelve six-inch 
guns in its main battery, with a speed of 
eighteen knots, and with all the improve- 
ments derived from the lessons of the war. 
That is the practical American style of re- 
membering the Maine. When this new 
Maine proudly takes its place in the new 
navy as a defender of the greater America 
it will be an imposing monument to the 
brave seamen whe went down with the his- 
toric old Maine, 


The two Filipino envoys 


WHAT who arrived at San Fran- 
AGONCILLO cisco after the fight at 
SHOULD Do. Manila have decided to go 


to Montreal to see Agon- 
cillo. They will endeavor to persuade him to 
return to Washington and join with his asso- 
ciates in pleading for ‘‘ an honorable peace.”’ 
These two emissaries, who displayed such 
lamentable ignorance of the true state of 
affairs on their arrival, have been learning 
rapidly. They express themselves as as- 
tounded at the kind treatment they have 
received and now they want an “ honorable 
peace.’’ The best thing they can do is to 
send word to Aguinaldo that the jig is up, and 
advise him to surrender unconditionally. 
If they do go to Washington let them keep 
away from the Filipino Junta in the United 
States Senate. They have seen the results 
of the bad advice given Agoncillo. Let them 
profit by the example. 


DEFENDING THE CIRCLE, 

Judge Carter agrees with Tue Trirsunz 

that the removal of the circles from the 
official ballot will add to the fhwork of the 
voters, the majority of whom will have to 
make fifty marks on a blanket ballot in a 
Presidential year where they make one 
mark now, and will add also tohe ex- 
pense of holding elections, for as more time 
will be spent in marking ballots there will 
have to be more precincts to accommodate 
the voters and more judges and clerks. 
’ The Judge is of the opinion that the 
removal of the circles will make it neces- 
sary to have at least 300 more election 
precincts in Chicago than at present, which 
will add more than $100,000 to the yearly 
expense of conducting elections. There 
are 1,100 precincts now. So Judge Carter 
assumes that the increased work it is 
proposed to throw on voters and judges 
and clerks will increase the present elec- 
tion expenses by nearly 30 per cent. Prob- 
ebly that estimate is not far out of the 
way as regards fall elections. In the 
spring it does not make so much difference; 
There are but a few names on the ballot 
and it would not take a voter long to make 
an “x” mark against the name of every 
candidate he favored. But there must be 
precincts and judges and clerks enough 
for the fall elections, when there are al- 
ways names on the ballot. 


If the circle is given up much more money 
must be appropriated for election purposes, 
or the voting hours in this city must be 
lengthened. Nobody will approve of that. 
So the question is whether it is wise to 
make a change which adds a hundred thou- 


sand dollars a year to the election expenses. 


There should be a certainty of some great 
good to be gained before that expensive 
change is made. It is claimed that “ inde- 
pendent voting” will be made safer, and 
there will be more of it. Perhaps that is so, 
but should the taxpayers be asked to pay 
$100,000 to stimulate and encourage “ in- 
dependent voting” when there is nothing 
to prevent intelligent voters from voting in- 
dependently under the present circle sys- 
tem? Judge Carter says that— 

Under our preseat system a person can vote @ 
* split ticket ’’ easffy and safely if he will follow 
the printed card of instructions posted in every 
polling place in the city, and the votes are much 
more quickly counted by the judges and clerks of 
election under the present system than they could 
be after the proposed change. Then, too, the peo- 
ple are becoming quite familiar with the present 
system of voting, and this change would cause 
them to feel that they had to learn the system all 
over again. Under the proposed plan, certainly 
until years of experience had made citizens famil- 
lar with the new law, more persons would lose 
their votes by faulty marking of the ballot than 
do now. The returns in every election precinct 
since the present law was enacted prove that the 
independent voter has not been deprived of his 
vote, 

These remarks abound in common sense 
and contain excellent reasons why the elec- 
tion law should not be changed to please 
theorists. Systems to which the people 
have become accustomed should not be 
changed from mere whim and caprice. 
Those who ¢all for changes should be able 
to prove beyond question that those changes 
will be an improvement. That has not been 
shown as regards the demand for the abo- 


lition of the circle. 


The oft-repeated efforts to

The 
tenderfcy is to provide harsher instead of 
milder penalties for outlawry. Life im- 
prisonment is none too severe for those who 
make murder a part of their stock in trade. 
Let the Youngers stay where they are. 


THE STREET RAILROAD BILL. 

Tue TRIBUNE printed yesterday an ab- 
stract of the street railroad bill which has 
met with the approval of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Municipalities and the House 
Committee on Municipal Corporations, and 
which it is believed will be passed before the 
city election is held. Those provisions of 
the bill concerning the granting of the right 
to operate new lines by new traction com- 
panies or by the old companies 
do not interest Chicagoans as much 
as the provisions in regard to the extension 
of the existing ordinances, so many of 
which expire four years hence. 

If the bill passes this month or next, with 
an emergency clause, the two elective mem- 
bers of the proposed Street Railroad com- 
mission can be chosen at the Mayoralty 
election this year. If there is no emergency 
clause they cannot be chosen until April, 
1901, That delay in election would not 
make much difference as far as extension 
ordinances are concerned, for it is provided 
that no such ordinance shall be prepared by 
the commission and submitted to the Coun- 
cil until within three years preceding the 
expiration of the existing ordinance. 

In case the commission submits an ex- 
tension ordinance to the Council+~-which 
must either accept or reject, but cannot 
modify it—that ordinance will grant a twen- 
ty-five year extension, the company being 
obliged, if it accepts the measure, to agree 
to sell six single tickets for 25 cents and 
twenty-five for a dollar. It must relinquish 
all rights derived from any other source. 
than the ordinance—the ninety-nine-year 
law, for instance. At the expiration of the 
twenty-five years the city is to have the 
right to buy at a fair valuation the tangible 
property of the company. Should the Coun- 
cil reject an extension ordinance, which is 
not likely, because the people would clamor 
for the lower rates of fare it would give, 
the company interested is to operate its 
lines under the old ordinance until a new 
extension measure has been submitted to 
the Council, which must be done within 
two years. 

The bill reads, however, that every ex- 
tension ordinance shall be prepared by the 
Street Railroad commission, “upon the 
written petitien of the company asking for 
the extension.” Suppose the companies 


‘do not ask for extensions, and when 19038 


comes claim that they need no extensions. 
This is a contingency the bill does not pro- 
vide for. The bill declares that every ordi- 
nance hereafter passed, whether it be an 
original or an extension ordinance, shall 
give the city the right to purchase at the ex- 
piration of the term the tangible property 
of the company, which it can then lease to 


persons wishing to go into the street rail- | 


road business. But the bill does not em- 
power the city to acquire by condemnation 
or purchase the tangible property of the 
present traction companies at the expira- 
tion of their present grants. This must be 
an intentional omission. 

The passage of this bill will repeal the 
Allen law. That will be a victory. The 
Council will be deprived of the power to 
grant fifty-year extensions, which it has at 
this moment, but this measure does not set- 
tle the extension question by any means. 
It does not assure Chicagoans 4-cent fares 
after 1903. It may mean a long-drawn-out 
legal contest with the traction companies 
after that year. They have not taken any 
interest, apparently, thus far in street rail- 
road legislation. It may be that they think 
they can get in 1901 or 1903 legislation 
they cannot get now, and that they do not 
care much what kind of a law is passed at 
this time. It is certain that the adoption 
of the pending measure as it stands will 
leave the extension question open and unde- 
cided. 

Therefore, nothing is accomplished by 
this bill, if it passes, Which cannot be ac- 
complished by the passage of a bill simply 
repealing the Allen law and restoring the 
old horse and dummy act. Such a bill can 
be passed with an emergency clause. No- 
body could or would oppose it on the ground 
that it was a “ partisan ”’ measure, There 
is no immediate crying need for new legis- 
lation, but if it is deemed advisable that 
there should be such legislation let it be dis- 
cussed in a leisurely fashion after the Allen 
law has been repealed. That matter should 
have been attended to before this.

CRIMINAL NEGLIGENCE. 

How many more firetraps are there “in 
Ohicago like the Arlington Flats at orty- 
first street and Grand boulevard, which 
burned night before last? How many more 
lives, how much property is at the mercy 
of a spark because of official negligence? 

Nineteen families were made homeless, 
four persons were injured, and three were 
burned to death in a $50,000 fire that might 
have been prevented if the Building Iv- 
spector had done his duty. The police and 
firemen who assisted in rescuing the occu- 
pauts of the building are unanimous in de- 
claring that it should have been condemned 
long since by the authorities. The rapidity 
with which the flames spread made escape 
nearly impossible, and had the fire occurred 
later in the night the loss of life would have 
been many times greater. There was an 
absolute lack of the fire escapes required by 
law. Whose fault is it? 

The similarity of the fire to that which 
consumed the Melrose Building recently is 
more than a coincidence. How soon will 
there be another? 

The Ariington was a mere shell. It was 
a mass of flames before the frightened peo- 
pe could rush down the stairways. It was 
burned in thirty minutes. Why did the 
Building Inspector not do his duty? 3 

At the City Hall there is a Commissioner 
of Buildings, who draws a salary of $5,000 
per year. The berth is filled by a West 
Side professional politician named Mc- 
Andrews. Under him are numerous in- 
spectors drawing good salaries. Their 
duties are well defined. They have the law 
to guide them, It is made the duty of the 
commissioner to inspect or cause to be in- 
spected all “apartment houses and other 
buildings occupied by large numbers of 
people,” to determine their safety, their fa- 
cilities for egress in case of fire, the safe- 
guards connected with the storage of com- 
bustibles, etc. Were the Arlington Flats 
ever inspected? If not, why not? Were 
the Melrose Flats ever inspected? A mid- 
night fire there instead of an evening fire 
would have cost a hundred people their 
lives. 

It cannot be taken for granted that these 
were the only unsafe apartment houses in 
the city. There must be other buildings, 
tenanted by many families, which are so 
flimsily built that a fire will make short 
work of them, and so unprovided with ade- 
quate exits that a fire breaking out at night 
must be fatal to many of the inmates. It 
being admitted that there are many risky 
tenements, the question arises, What is 
being done to find out where they are and to 


compel their owners to make them less 


unsafe? 

Wiil the Commissioner of Buildings ex- 
plain why nothing was done by his depart- 
ment to make the Arlington Flats a safer 
abode for human beings? Wil! he promise 
greater diligence henceforth on his part and 
that of his inspectors, or are citizens to 
understand that the ordinances passed to 
protect their lives are not to be enforced, 
and that the municipal authorities will make 
no effort to save them from being burned 
up alive in badly constructed buildings?

It is recom- 
mended that the height of buildings be lim- 
ited to 200 feet om the widest streets, and pro- 
portionately les# om narrower thorough- 
fares. Dwellings should not be higher than 
eighty feet. It does not appear that the 
artistic horrors of a broken sky line or the 
consideration of real estate values influenced 
the committee. The chiefs of the Fire, 
Health, and Building bureaus were consult- 
ed and the recommendationsare the embodi- 
ment of their joint advice. 


FEBRUARY bids fair to be the record- 
breaking month of 1890 in fire losses. These 
losses of the first fifteem days already ag- 
gregate $11,848,566, and nearly three-fourths 
of this destruction, or $8,230,559, is to be 
accredited to the cold wave period. The 
losses during this period by fires where the 
amount in each case was lese than $100,000 
were $4,130,559.

Waterways Slated for Aid. 


The river and harbor bill, involving about 
$30,000,000, now before the Senate, devotes 
& great part of the amount to what are really 
national highways of commerce, and fore- 
most among these is the east channel in 
New York harbor from the Narrows across 
Sandy Hook bar to the open sea. For this 
the House has directly voted $1,000,000, 
while authorizing the War department to 
contract for the expenditure of $3,510,000 
more upon its completion, the result to be 
a waterway 2,000 feet wide and thirty-five 
feet deep at low water. It would have been 
better to make the depth forty feet, so as to 
provide for the constantly growing dimen- 
sions of great liners; but it will be practica- 
ble to increase the depth. 

Like its predecessors, however, the bill 
pays much attention to local improvements 
and minor rivers and harbors—perhaps oth- 
erwise it could not be enatted. We find ap- 
propriations for Vinalhaven, Hyannis, Mat- 
tituck, Doboy Bar, Carrabelle, Conneaut, 
Charlevoix, Manistee, Pentwater, Petoskey, 
Ahnapee, and many other ports, Michigan 
alone receiving over twenty, while Wiscon- 
sin gets fifteen. 

Of the rivers which profit by the bill are 
the Bagaduce, the Narragaugus, the Paw- 
catuck, the Appoquinimink, the Smyrna, 
the Murderkill, the Mispillion, the Nanti- 
coke, the Choptank, the Pocomoke, the Guy- 
andotte, the Waccamaw, the Caloosa- 
hatchee, the Choctawhatchee, the Conecuh, 
the Manatee, the Suwanee, famous in song; 
the Ocklawaha, the Anciote, the Holmes, 
the Chickasahay, the Leaf, the Amité, the 
Boeuf, the Tickfaw, the Chefuncte, the Se- 
bewaing, the Rouge, the Obion, the Cow- 
litz, the Chehalis, the Willapa, the Okana- 
gon, and Swinomish Slough. It cannot be 
said that generally these are streams of a 
world-wide reputation, bat perhaps ‘with 
what is expended on them they may eventu-

The ordinance as amended provides for.a 
franchise for thirty years, covering all the 
territory inside the limits of the City of Chi- 
cago. 

The compensation to be paid the city is 
nothing for the first ten years, 3 per cent 
of the gross receipts for the second ten 
years, 5 per cent for the next five years, anid 


- J per cent for the remaining five years. 


_In the territory bounded by Fullerton ay- 
enue, Western avenue, Twenty-second 
street, Halsted street, Fifty-fifth street, and 
the lake, all wires are to go underground. 

In all conduits one duct shall be given to 
the city, and the city can use all the com- 
pany’s poles. 

If the.company does not have an exchange 
with 2,000 subscribers in operation within 
five years the franchise is forfeited. 

The cost of telephones shall not be more 
than $85 a year for business instruments, 
$50 for residences, and $125 for public tele- 
phones. 

The city is given a number of telephones 
free, and can rent instruments for fire and 
police use for $5 a year. 

An option is given the city to purchase 
the plant at the expiration of the franchise. 


Passing the Ordinance. 

Alderman Novak called the ordinance up 
and Alderman Jackson asked that it be de- 
ferred one week so a number of amendments 
he wished to introduce could be printed and 
considered. 

Alderman Novak answered Alderman Jack- 
son had already several weeks’ notice of the 
ordinance and its features, and, while dis- 
claiming any intention of co&necting Alder- 
man Jackson with the Chiéago Telephone 
company, suggested that delay was the 
thing that corporation was fighting for. It 
had already brought in one ‘* gold brick ”’ 
ordinance—the one introduced by Alderman 
Badenoch, and which Alderman Jackson had 
refused to father—and it was anxious for 
the postponement of the considcration of 
the Illinois company’s ordinance until it 
could put some more blocks in its way. It 
was finally agreed the ordinance should be 
considered section by section, and amend- 
ments considered as they were introduced. 

Then began a long struggle. Alderman 
Jackson was loaded down with a@wig bundle 
of typewritten amendments, and, as ofteh as 
he would offer one, Alderman Herrman 
would insist on a roll-call. c, 

First, however, Alderman Alling moved 
the life of the ordinance be cut down from 
thirty-five to thirty years, and it was ac- 
cepted by Alderman Novak. : . 

Therf Alderman Herrman wanted to strike 
out the words “ or otherwise ”’ in the clause 
giving the company permission to “ trans- 
mit sounds and signals by electricity or 
otherwise,” claiming it would give permis- 
sion to put in a pneumatic tube system. 
This was laid on the table—44 to 18. 

Alderman Carey amended the ordinance 
further so as to regulate the stringing of 
wires by ‘equiring the permission of the 
Mayor. This was agreed to. 

Wires in Business District. 

Then Alderman Jackson offered the sec- 
tion of the Chicago Telephone company’s 
ordinance regarding the stringing of wires 
in the business district as 2 substitute for 
the existing one, but om Alderman Novak 
explaining this would enabie the Chicago 
company, by obtaining objectors, to keep 
the new company out of the business dis- 
trict, the substitute "was tabled on a viva 
voce vote. 

Alderman Jackson then moved to amend 
the section binding the company to have an 
exchange in operation inside of three years 
or forfeit its franchise by requiring it to 
have 2,000 bona fide subscribers inside of 
five years and Alderman Novak accepted the 
amendment. 

Alderman Jackson wanted to insert a 
clause requiring the company to put in slot 


' machines, charging not more than 10 cents 


& message, and a mighty howl went up at 
once. Alderman Novak claimed the old 
company owns all the patents on the slot 
machines, and a dozen Aldermen cried out 
the slot machines were the things they 
wanted to get rid of. The amendment was 
tabled in short order. 

Alderman Jackson followed with another 
amendment allowing the company to charge 
$125 a year for public telephones, which was 
accepted. Then Alderman Bennett of the 
Eighth Ward wanted the maximum price of 
business "phones put at $60 a year instead of 
$85, but this was tabled. 
“Under the thirty-five-year franchise the 
compensation had beem fixed at 3 per cent 
for the first ten years after fifteen years, 
with 5 per cent for the next five and7 per 
cept for the second five, all on the gross re- 
_ceipts. Alderman Aliing moved this be 
changed so as to make the compensation 
begin after ten instead of fifteen years, and 
this was agreed to. 

Alderman Smulski put in a further amend- 
ment requiring a deposit of $50, to be 
forfeited if work was not begun inside of 
ninety’ days after the acceptance of the 
ordinance, but this was tabled 43to9. Then 
the ordinance as amended was passed by. the

Car Line in Lake Avenue. 


Alderman Fitch brought up the ordinance 
granting the Chicago City railway company 
& franchise in Lake avenue from Forty- 
seventh to Fifty-seventh street.

Alderman Kunz offered amendments pro-

tive votes being Smulski, Kunz, Walsh, and 
Wilora. 

Alderman Ziehn handed in the minority 
and majority reports of the Commitiece on 
City Hall relative to street car extension 
francmses, which are given in another 
column of this paper. 

Alderman Alling had sent to the Judiciary 
committee, after a failure to have it passed 
under a suspension of the rules, an order 
on the Commissioner of Public Works for 
plans for a subway scheme, which is also 
described elsewhere in this issue otf THE 
TRIBUNE. 

Alderman Smuiski was greeted with 
cheers when he offered his resoluiion to 
provide Chicago policemen with bullet 
proof clothing, as is told elsewhere. 


End of Cullerton Committee. 

Alderman Kimbe!l put in a request from 
Superintendent of Special Assessments May 
that the Cullerton investigating committee, 
the one advertised some days ago as “* Lost, 
Strayed, or Stolen,” get down to work, as 
the Board of Local Improvements was wait- 
ing for it: Attached to it Alderman Kimbelt 
had indorsed: ‘‘ By reason of peculiar in- 
fluences brought to bear on members of the 
committee it is impossible to obtain a quo- 
rum and consequehtly it is recommended 
the committee be discharged.’’ The indorse- 
ment was adopted: 

Alderman Boyd revived memories of the 
old: *‘ Bacon ordinance” by putting In an 
ordinance, which went to committee, grant- 
ing the Chicago Light, Heat and Power 
company the right to lay pipes for elec- 
tricity and compressed air in all the streets 
and alleys in the district bounded by Madi- 
son, Dearborn, and Van Buren streets and 
Wabash avenue.

The nub of the ordi- 
nance put in last evening was in the sec- 
tion, which provided where property-owners 
refused consent the company could lay its 
mains just outside the curbs and under the

A'derman Francis caused a diversion by 
putting in a call for the meeting in the Peo- 
ple’s Institute on Saturday night at which 
Jomn P. Altgeld is to open, his campaign. 
The call annotinced that “ treachery, hy-

Official Bond Reduced. 


Alderman McInerney had the bond of the 
Registrar of the Water Office reduced from 
$50,000 to $5,000. William Fallows passed at 
the head of the list at the examination for 
this place, but he happened to be a Repub- 
lican, and the bond was put at a prohibitive 
figure. After he had been frozen out and the 
place was ready for a Democrat the bond was 
reduced. 

Alderman Cullerton introduced resolutions 
asking what the Committee on City Hall had 
done with the street car extension ordi- 
nances, and speaking of that body as “an 
obsolete committee.”” Alderman Badenoch 
replied hotiy that he “‘ was tired of the bun- 
combe resolutions of the Alderman fromthe 
Ninth Ward,’’ and they went to committee. 

Mayor Harrison vetoed orders for a couple 
of electric signs in State street on the ground 
that advertisements of that kind could no 
longer be allowed. 

Permission was given the Mayor to ask for 
the necessary legislation at Springfield to 
allow the building of the Thirty-ninth street 
pumping station east of the Illinois Central 
tracks. 

Alderman Raymer had passed an order 
asking why the West Side street car com- 
pany does not operate a line in Western ave- 
nue north of Elston. 


FOUNDERS’ DAY AT GALESBURG. 


Knox College Observes the Anniversary 
of the Founding of the Town and 
of the College. 


Galesburg, Feb. 15.—[Special.]— 
Founders’ day was observed by Knox Col- 
lege today.

Dr. J. F. Loba of Evanston followed with 
an address on the founders. The bronze 
tablet, containing the names of 150 of the 
founders of the city, was then unveiled, 

George Candee Gale, great grandson of the 

founder of the city, gave an address on the 
early settlement. Dorothy Williams, great 
great granddaughter of Siévanus Ferris, one 
of the prominent colonists, unveiled the tab- 
let. 
Mrs. C. A. Webster, daughter of Eli Farn- 
ham, one of*the founders, presided during 
these exercises, which closed with a reminis- 
cent speech by Dr. George Churchill, who 
came with the colonists. 

The evening addresses were made by Dr. 
Harper of Chicago University and Judge 
Kohlsaat. 

Dr. Harper outlined as the object of a col- 
lege training the creating and preparing of 
men to meet independently the problems 
which present themselves in the various 
fields in educational, religious, sociological, 
and political work. The spirit which college 
training ought to promulgate is one Of con- 
servatism, telerance, liberality, open-mind- 
edness.

MRS. ADAMS DIED. 


FRED E. HOVEY AND DR. E. F. HITCH- 
COCK TESTIFY AT INQUEST. 


First Witness Becomes Confused When 
Closely Questioned on Description 
of Bottle Containing Poison — Is 
Coached by Harry Cornish — The 
Physician Says He Declared a 
Crime Had Been Committed — De- 
scribes Taste of Powder He Took. 


— 


New York, Feb. 15.—[Special.]—Two wit- 
nesses testified today at the inquest upon 
the death of Mrs. Katharine J. Adams. 
Each told the story of her death. One was 
Fred E. Hovey, a friend of Mrs. Adams, 
Mrs. Rogers, and Harry Cornish, who spent 
the night preceding Mrs. Adams’ death in 
the house and remained there for several 
days thereafter. 

The other was Dr. Edwin F. Hitchcock, 
the first physician called to attend Mrs. Ad- 
ams after she had taken the poison: His 
story was by far the more interesting of 
the two. 

Mrs. Roland Molineux was in the court 
building awaiting the call to testify, but she 
Was not sentfor. She may testify tomorrow. 
Mr. Hovey’s testimony was notable for the 
great length to which it was dragged by in- 
volved questions by Assistant District At- 
torney Blumenthal and for the changing 
of his description of the poison bottle’s 
wrapper after he had been coached at Cor- 
nish at luncheon. 

Dr. Hitchcock told his story without much 
and with a wonderftkamount of 

etail. 


Hovey Tells His Story. ) 

Hovey said that about 9 o’clock on the 
morning of the tragedy he heard Mrs. Ad- 
ams say: ‘‘ Wait a minute while I get a 
glass of water.’’ There was an interval of 
a few minutes and he heard Mrs. Adams 
say she was sick. 

Mrs. Rogers cried to Cornish to “‘ come 
and help mamma.”’ He heard Cornish go to 
the back room and then Mrs. Rogers called 
witness to help Cornish. 

Cornish was taken sick as he helped to 
carry Mrs. Adams to a lounge. 

When the doctor came he said the case was 
serious and took some medicine from his 
pocket. Witness did not remain in the 
room and did not know what the doctors 
did after he left. 

Witness said there was no conversation 
when he was called into the bathroom to 
aid Mrs. Rogers and Cornish in caring for 
Mrs. Adams. 

‘**Do you mean to tell me,” said Mr. Blu- 
menthal, *‘ that on seeing such a condition 
you did not have any words or ask how it all 
happened?’’ 

Witness hesitated an instant and then 

said: ‘*I do remember that either Mr. Cor- 
nish or Mrs. Rogers said that Mrs. Adams 
had taken bromo settzer.’’ 
Mr. Blumenthal tried to learn the exact 
time at which the suspicion of poison first 
took root in the minds of witness and Mrs. 
Rogers, but elicited little beyond what the 
witness had already said 


Remembers the Label. 

After recess the witness said he had been 
to lunch with Cornish and Cornish’s father, 
and on being asked if his talk with them had 
refreshed his memory he said: 

Yes, I remember: the label on the bottle.” 

In regard to the bottle containing the 
poison, Mr. Hovey said when he testified at 
the morning session he was under the im- 
pression there was a wrapper around the 
bottle. After lunch he said: 

‘**I did remember seeing a label marked 
bromo seltzer vn the bottle and this I got 
confused with the outside wrapper.”’ 

Mr. Blumenthal seemed to consider this 
change in testimony of importance and con- 
fused the witness by a series of questions 
concerning the appearance of the bottle. 

Dr. E. F. Hitchcock, who attended Mrs. 
Adams in her last moments, was called. 
The first intimation he received that his 
services were needed in the Adams apart- 
ment was on the morning of Dec. 28. 

He was returning from a call when the 
bell boy told him he was wanted at once, 
as a person had been poisoned. He was sure 
the boy used the word poison. 

He described the bottle of supposed bromo 
seltzer. He took charge of the bottle, from 
which the cork protruded. He removed the 
cork and remarked that he saw no paraf- 
fine about it or the mouth of the bottle. 

Hovey had just testified emphatically that 
the cork was covered with paraffine paper. 


WOMEN FOR PEACE CONGRESS. 


National Association at Washington 
Indorses Czar’s Manifesto and 
Condemns the War. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special.]J— 
Russid@’s Czar today received the enthusias- 
tic support of the National Council of Wom- 
en in his disarmament proposition. What 
was termed the “slaughter” of the Fili- 
pinos was denounced as barbarous, and the 
war with Spain was spoken of by some 
speakers as without cause.

The Rev. Amanda Deyo, President of the 
Universal Peace union, with headquarters 
in Philadelphia, led the discussion. She an- 
nounced that at the London council of wom- 
en the world over next summer the ques- 
tion of peace would be uppermost, and that 
at the Paris conference the following year 
ail women would demand disarmament so 
strongly that it must be heeded by the na- 
tions of Europe. 

Mrs. Deyo offered a resolution pledging 
the hearty support of the “ sovereign citi- 
zens’’ in the council to the peace confer- 
ence. 

The words “ sovereign citizens” brought 
Susan B. Anthony to her feet im an instant. 
With suppressed sarcasm she spoke of the 
women of America as “* beggars’”’ and said 
they had no right to be calling themselves 
sovereign citizens,”’ 

“Our hearts are wrung every morning,” 
said Mrs. Margaret Dye Ellis of the Wom- 
en’s Christian Temperance union, ‘‘as we 
read of the slaughter of the Filipinos. It is 
time for the mothers of America to speak 
out not only to the Czar of Russia but tothe 
Capito) on Capitol Hill.’’ 

Belva Lockwood spoke strongly for the 
adoption of the resolution, “‘ sovereign citi- 
zens”’ and all. She could see no good from 
the Spanish war except am exhibition of 
brute force. 

**] regret it should have been left to the 
Czar of Russia,’ said Mrs. May Wright 
Sewall, President of the council, “ to have 
taken the lead for peace. That lead should 
have been taken by America, but the prop- 
osition to disarm, coming as it does from 
the Czar, shows that it is practical.”’ 

The resolution sustaining the Czar went to 
committee and will be reported back to the 
council with the offensive “ soverign cit- 
izens stricken out.

WOMAN’S CLUB AFTER MAYOR. 


Committee Appointed to Persuade Mr. 
Harrison to Act in Behalf of : 
Boy Prisoners. 


Mrs. Frederick P. Bagley, Mrs. John 
Worthy, and Mrs. Lydia A. Coonley-Ward 
will interview Mayor Harrison in behalf of 
the Chicago Woman's club in an attempt to 
persuade him in the favor of the dormitory 
system to be used in connection with the 
John Worthy School, and to turn his mind 
against the cell system which he is under- 
stood as favoring at present cg 

This committee was appointed by Mrs. 
Penoyer L. Sherman, President of the ciub, 
at its request yesterday afternoon at the 
meeting to consider ‘‘ Certain Evils of Child 
Life in Chicago.’’ The efforts of the com- 
mittee, the Mayor having been won over to 
the dormitory system, are to be directed to- 
wards the, school itself, and its existence is 
to terminate only when conditions surround- 
ing juvenile offenders are as nearly perfect 
as can be hoped for. 

The decision to make an attack upon the 
Mayor was the result of an appeal on the 
part of the Rev. R. H. White, accompanied 
by a description of the life of the 102 boys 
in the John Worthy School. 

“The appropriation for the completion of 
the dormitory has been made by the City 
Council,’’ said the Rev. Mr. White, “ and it 
is necessary now to make one final effort 
that this apropriation may be wisely ex- 
pended. It will be necessary to present to 
Mayor Harrison and the members of the 
City Council the evils of the ceil system and 
urge the advantages of the dormitory sys- 
tem. The Mayor is in favor of the cell sys 
tem, but I think the club women can prevail 
upon him to see the great harm resulting 
from confining two boys in a cell where they. 
cannot be watched by the attendant, and the 
great advantages of the dormitory where 
every inmate is under the eyes of the man 
on guard.” 

Mayor Harrison, the members of the City 
Council, the Board of Education, the Bar 
association, and the Associated Charities, 
and all institutions interested in the care of 
children had been invited to attend, and a 
number of men were present.

RUSSIAN TALKS OF ALLIANCE. 


M. Michaelonavitch Says Lord Beres- 
ford’s Proposed Union Is Aimed 
at Czar’s Government. | 


“Tf Lord Charles Beresford sets any 
great store by his suggested alliance between 
England, the United States, Germany, and 
Japan, for the purposes he outlines in his 
interview given out recently from San Fran- 
cisco, I am rather disposed to believe he is 
destined to be disappointed,’’ said M. Mich- 
aelonavitch of St. Petersburg at the Audi- 
torilum Annex yesterday. 

Mr. Michaelonavitch stopped in Chicago 
a few hours on his way East. He isin this 
country on a pleasure trip. 

‘“‘The proposed alliance strikes me as vis- 


‘lonary and impracticable,’’ he continued, 


‘‘and for a number of reasons. That it is 
aimed against Russia there can be no doubt, 
although France is of course interested, but 
to only a minor extent, and is apparently 
inspired by the desire of England to drag 
in other nations to help her destroy as far as 
possible Russia’s progress and influence in 
the far East. 

“What I say is of course only my own 
personal views, and I am not in the slightest 
degree authorized to speak for my country, 
but I believe I am not far out of the way 
when I say Russia is not likely to regard 
the proposed alliance as a friendly act, and 
for this reason I do not believe Germany 
will become a party to it. 

“Germany, while a great and powerful 
nation, is not, I believe, in a position where 
she can afford to offend Russia. France 
ever has in mind the opportunity which 
will enable her to bring back again inta 
her fold Alsaac-Lorraine, which fact Ger- 
many understands only too well, and she 
is not likely to put herself in a position 
where France may possibly have Russia 
as an ally in a struggle with her. 

*‘Lord Beresford says the purpose of the 
proposed alliance is to simply maintain the 
integrity of the Chinese Empire and make 
it open to the commerce of the world, but 
I see he also proposes to reorganize the 
Chinese army and have Europeans, »re- 
sumably Englishmen for the greater aoe, 
both as commissioned and non-commissioned 
officers. This organization is ostensibly for 
the purpose of preserving order throughout 
the empire, and protecting foreigners and 
their interests, but what a servicable instru- 
ment it might prove for England and her 
associated powers in case it should be felt 
necessary to check so-called Russian .ag- 
grcssion.”’ 

‘General’ J. S. Coxey of “ Commonweal 
Army ” fame, was at the Palmer House yes- 
terday. When asked how he regarded the 
political outlook he said: 

‘There is only one outlook and that is in 
the direction of the Republican party. The 
Democrats do not seem fo have any issue 
to stand upon except the mistakes the Re- 
publicans may make. They and their free 
silver issue ‘stand discredited before the 
country and they must look for something 
else. They declared good times would never 
come unless the country could have free sil- 
ver, but good times have come, and, whether 
the Republican party was responsible for it 
or not, it is going to get the credit for it, and 
the Democratic party will have to suffer.”’

OLD POLICE CHIEF DYING. . 


JOHN M. KENNEDY IS CRITICALLY ILL 
IN OAK PARK, 


Is Suffering from the Grip and His Ad- 
vanced Age Complicates the Dis- 
ease—A Resident of Chicago Since 
1834 and for Many Years an Active 
Business-Man—Is a Native of Secot- 


land, Emigrating in 1830—Has Four 
Children, 


John M. Kennedy, at one time Chief of 
Police of the City of Chicago and one of 
Illinois’ pioneer settlers, is critically ill at his 
residence, 325 West Ontario street,Oak Park. 
Mr. Kennedy is 84 years of age and first came 
to Chicago in 1834. During his active life 
twenty-five years ago he was one of the 
best known men of the city. For many years 
he was in the commission business. He has 
been in failing health for three years, suf- 
fering from paralysis. A few weeks ago he 
was seized with an attack of the grip and 
has since been sinking steadily. His death 

ohn acMillan Kennedy was born 
Feb. 26, 1815, in Colmonell, Ayrshire noes 
land. When 15 years of age, in company 


wih,

with a younger brother, he came to America, 


landing at Savannah, From there they 
went to Campden, 8. C., where they settled. 
Mr. Kennedy lived there for four years, but 
took a strong dislike to slavery and declared 
he would live in no State where the institu- 
tion was tolerated. 

He determined to go to the rich farming 
country in the Fox River Valley in Illinois, 
which was ee opened up to settlement, 
the Indians having ceded their rights. He 
and another young man purchased horses 
and then began their long and hazardous 
journey across the country. After great 
hardships they arrived at Ottawa, IIl., on 
May 6, 1884. Kennedy took up a claim of 
220 acres in the Fox. River Valley and for 
several years worked hard clearing the land. 
In 1837 he married Eliza Ann Rogers and 
for twelve years lived on his farm. 

In 1849 Mr. Kennedy rented the farm and 
moved to Chicago, where he could give his 
children a better education. He first en- 
tered the employ of Walker & Day, lumber- 
men, but in 1852 embarked in the commis- 
sion business with Gilbert A. Brady. 

In 1857, whem John Wentworth was ap- 
pointed Mayor, he made Mr. Kennedy a 
Lieutenant of Police under Chief C. B. Yates, 
who at that time held the title of Captain. 
On the election of John C. Haines as Mayor 
in 1858 Mr. Kennedy was promoted to the 
position of Chief of Police. This position he 
held until 1860. He then returned to’ busi- 
ness ilfe and for many years was in the grain 
ccmmission line. Later he became connect- 
ed with the Weighing association of ihe 
Chicago and Alton railroad. He retired 
from active business in 1887. 

Mr. Kennedy has always been a stanch 
Republican. He cast his first Presidential 
vote for Tyler and his last one for McKinley. 
At the recent election in Cicero he insisted on 
voting, and was carried to the polls ina 
carriage. He was a member of the Tippe- 
canoe club. Mr. Kennedy declares he has 
taken THRE TRIBUNE from the first day of its 
publication. 

Mr. Kennedy has four children living. 
They are Mrs. M. K. Ludington, Miss L. M. 
Kennedy, and David Kennedy of Oak Park, 
and Alexander D. Kennedy of this city. 


NAVY BILL MADE PUBLIC. 


In Addition to Twelve New Warships 
Provision Is Made for Reconstruc- 
tion of Naval Academy. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—The text of 
the naval appropriation bill became avail- 
able today. The provision as to new ships 
is as follows: 

Three seagoing coast line battleships, carry- 
ing the heaviest armor and most powerful ord- 
nance for vessels of their class, to have the 
highest practicable speed and great radius of 
action, and to cost, exclusive of armor and 
armament, not exceeding $3,600, . 

Three armored cruisers of about 12,000 tons 
trial displacement, carrying the heaviest armor 
and most powerful ordnance for vessels of their 
class, to cost, exclusive of armor and armament, 


not exceeding $4,000,000 each. 
Six protected cruisers of about 2,500 tons trial 


displacement, to cost, exclusive of armament, not 


exceeding $1,141,800. 
In all future contracts for armor for any of the 


vessels above mentioned, the Secretary of the 
Navy is hereby authorized and directed to procure 
armor of the best obtainable quality at an aver- 
age cost not exceeding $545 a ton of 2,240 pounds, 
including all royalties. 

Among the naval surveys authorized are 
those “‘ for surveys of the imperfectly known 
parts of the coasts and harbors of the Phil- 
ippine archipelago and the Islands of Cuba 
and Porto Rico, with their bordering keys 
and waters and the minor outlying islands.”’ 

The bill creates a joint select committee 
of Congress “‘ to examine the present con- 
dition of the buildings and grounds of tlie 
naval academy at-Annapolis and to report 
to the first session of the Fifty-sixth Con- 
gress a comprehensive plan for rearrangé- 
ment and reconstruction.”” For this purpose 
the committee is authorized to secure plans 
from five architects of conspicuous ability 
and to employ engineering experts on the 


subject.

A genuine tenor and a great one! Such 
was the unanimous verdict pronounced by 
those who last night listened tS Alvarez in 
the role of Don José in ** Carmen” at the 
Auditorium. Not since the golden-voiced 
Campanini passed into silence has such a 
tenor been heard before in Chicago. 

There is one noble artist and great vocalist 
America delights to honor, who has given us 
evenings of highest musical enjoyment— 
evenings written in gold on the record of 
opera in this country—but to him nature in 
her lavish endowment of gifts gave a voice 
which, while beautiful, is not of the tenor 
quality best descrived as golden. His great- 
ness is assured, and it bespeaks no disloyalty 
to him and his superb artistic achievements 
to hail with joy the appearance before us 
of a singer possessed of a voice that may be 
described as a genuine tenor, and a truly 
great one. Jean de Reszke still remains one 
of the greatest artists and one of the ablest 
vocalists. of the world, and no single per- 
formance or series of performances by any 
one vocally more splendid can dim the bril- 
lianecy of his superb achievements. But we 
have longed for a true tenor, and the ap- 
plause and bravos that rewarded Alvarez's 
singing and acting last night told of sincere, 
hearty delight. 

The celebrated Frenchman's voice is in- 
deea golden—such a voice as no art or train- 
ing can create, a voice that nature must 
give and man can merely develop and school. 
The first recitative Alvarez Sang served to 
convince all present that a singer excep- 
tionally endowed was before them, and when 
the short duet with Micaela in the first act 
was finished all knew him to be a vocalist 
really great. The singing of the Romanza 
in Act Il. was a piece of perfect vocal art 
and of masterly interpretation long to be re- 
membered, and the last two acts sufficed to 
stamp Alvarez as an actor of highest abili- 
ties. 

For one of the few rare times in operatic 
performances, ‘**Carmen’’ was given last 
night with a Don José who was greater than 
the gypsy, and in this statement no beiittling 
of Mme. de Lussan’s admirably conceived 
aud finely portrayed Carmen is implied. 
She proved herself a worthy comrade in 
art of the great Frenchman, but last night 
the symmetry usually so lacking was re- 
stored, and instead of Don José being the 
weak, * vacillating puppet in Carmen’s 
hands, which we are accustomed to have 
him made, a man, robust, strong, and man- 
ly—one made weak . only through his 
infatuation—was oifered. The dramatic 
power of the tragedy was thus intensified, 
and the final downfall and ruin of one who 
in all save his passion was a man anda 
soldier were made only the more terribie 
and crushing. The entire portrayal of the 
character was filled with fine details. 

Mme. de Lussan cannot bring forgetful- 
ness of the Carmen of Mme. Calvé, but 
despite this fact her portrayal of the part 
is one that need fear no comparison with 
any that have preceded it. She sang the 
music beautifully, with fine tonal shading, 
genuine dramatic power, and, in the more 
lyric numbers, with artistic skill and com- 
pictencss. In appearance and movement she 
is the ideal of the character and she skimmed 
along the edge of the coarse and the com- 
mon, so prominent in Carmen’s nature, wilh 
a deftness and sure, light touch possible 
only to one having some drops of Frencna 
blood in her veins. Wuith her work, asin that 
of Alvarez, there is the impetuosity and 
intensity peculiar to the Southern peoples, 
and one would search long before finding a 
Carmen more satisfying in every way than 


is she. 

tine. Melba was indisposed and Mme.

ALVAREZ TALKS OF AMERICA. 


Great French Tenor Pleased with the 
‘Musical Taste Found in the — 
United States. 


« “IT am touched by the reception I hav2 
received from the American public,” said 
M. Alvarez between the second and third 
acts of “ Carmen ”’ last night, as he was friz- 
zing his Don José hair and intensifying his 
eyebrows with burnt cork in his dressing- 
room. “I never got more satisfaction.from 
my singing than when I performed in Bos- 
ton, and iis people I will always remem- 
ber with a feeling of the greatest gratitude 
for their sincere enthusiasm. I have found 
Americans more musical and artistic than 
I supposed, for I had imagined them as 
ohly a great commercial people. That idea 
I got, perhaps,” he continued, smiling anda 
with a merry glance from his black eyes, 
“ because as a boy of 18 and before I en-

tered the army I was employed in « com-

mnercial house in Bordeaux—that town of 
good wine and handsome women—which had 
dealings with P. D. Armour & Co. 8o you 
see Chicago was not entirely unknown to 
me before I came to the United States. 

‘“‘What astonished me most on arriving 
here was the great size of this town. Im- 
mense, imposing, unimagined! I do not 
think anyone who has not been here can 
get an idea of the tremendous size, not 
only of Chicago but of the whole country.

After, when 
1 began seriously taking my voice in har4, 
with a view to the stage, I studied aimost 
entirely with a private master, a M. Matini, 
in Paris. I made my début in Ghent, from 
there I went to Lyons and Marseilles, then 
to the Covent Garden, London, and finally 
to Paris to join the Opéra Francais, of 
which 1 am first tenor. 

“It is only ten years that I am on the 
stage and I have sung over fifty operas. I 
am on a month's leave now, you Know, and 
will soon be obliged to return, but I wiil 
come again to this country, for the charm- 
ing American people are not easily for- 
goiten.”’

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LEPTER. 


(Copyright, 1899, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. | 

Even from a diplomatic point of view 
there is no doubt that Attaché von Herman 
of the German Embassy at Washington was 
altogether in the wrong in seeking a per- 
sanal quarrel with Mr. Richard Weight- 
man and in apostrophizing the latter on the 
premises of the Metropolitan club in sucha 
manner as to constitute a challenge to a 
duel, and it is pretty well certain that the 
foreign diplomatic corps accredited to the 
United States would have taken no offense 
whatsoever had the management of the club 
subjected Herr von Herman either to sus- 
pension or else to a demand for the resigna- 
tion. of his membership of the institution. 

It cannot be sufficiently urged that for- 
eigners accredited in a diplomatic capacity 
to the government. of any nation are the 
guests of the latter and should conduct 
themselves as such. The privileges and pre- 
rogatives which they enjoy area matter of 
courtesy rather than actual law, and they 
are subject to the rules and regulations of 
the court and of the government to which 
they are attached. 

Thus in the monarchical countries of Eu- 
rope the foreign diplomatic corps accredited 
thereto is regarded as forming part and 
parcel of the court and governed by its rules. 
To such an extent is this carried that when 
Queen Victoria or Emperor William or the 
Czar of Russia prescribes court mourning 
the foreign diplomats accredited tothe court 
are obliged to don mourning as well, even 
theugh -the governments which they repre- 
sent may have had no sort of relations with 
the personage mourned. 


Thus I recall that when Queen Victoria 
ordered court mourning for Princess Julia 
of Battenberg, the mother of the late Prince 
Henry of Battenberg, the Austrian and Ger- 
man Ambassadors in London were forced 
to gO into mourning, although the courts 
which they represented had never recog- 
nized the deceased lady or regarded her as 
anything else than the plebeian-born and 
morganatic wife of a royal Princelet. 

Then, too, it may be recalled that the mem- 
orable dispute between the foreign envoys 
in London with the British peers on the sub- 
ject of precedence was settled by Queen 
Victoria herself without any regard to the 
wishes of foreign courts, her Majesty right- 
ly taking the ground that she alone was 
| mistress of the British court and entitled 
to direct in all matters that concerned it the 
persons attached thereto, no matter whether 
native or foreign. 

If I mention this it is merely to lay stresa 
upon the fact that, although in certain 
processes of law foreign diplomats are 
through international courtesy exempt from 
the jurisdiction of the local courts, yet they 
are in all other particulars subject to the 
rules and regulations of the government to 
which they are accredited, and are guests 
of the ewe and may be expected to behave 
as such. 


The idea of the attaché of a foreign em- 
bassy taking up as grounds for a personal 
quarrel the editorial expressions of a fel- 
low-member of a club, to the privileges of 
which he, the attaché, is admitted by reason 
of his diplomatic position, is not only prepos- 
terous but absolutely unpardonable, es- 
pecially when it is borne in mind that Mr. 
Weightman at the present moment as sec- 
retary of the War Investigation commission 
is to all intents and purposes a government 
servant. 

Foreign diplomats at Washington are 
treated with a degree of consideration which 
causes the junior members thereof to entire- 
ly lose their bearings, and the condition of 
affairs which would ensue at Paris, for in- 
stance, were the members of the foreign 
diplomatic corps to take it into their head to 
challenge every newspaper man or politician 
who happens to assail their country in print, 
in Parliament, or from the platform, may be 
more easily imagined than described. 

In France Emperor William is well-nigh 
every day the subject of satire, both from 
pen and brush, his. idiosyncrasies consti- 
tuting the favorite theme of the clever 
caricatures of Caran d’Ache. Paris is evi- 
dently, therefore, the capital to which Herr 
von Herman should at once be transferred. 
He wouid have his hands kept full ‘all the

Herr von Herman’s case recalls to my 
mind.an equally preposterous affair which 
occurred some years ago at Vienna.

For suddenly 
taking offense at the manner in which he 
declared a cavalry Captain, a_ perfect 
stranger, was looking at him, he straight- 
way, without even asking for an explana- 
tion, proceeded to give vent to his ire by 
assailing the warrior with his umbrella. 
The Captain thereupon is in duty bound 
by the Austrian military code, and in en- 
tire ignorance of the identity of his as- 
saifant, drew his saber, and inflicted several 
blows with the flat of the blade upon the 
heed and shoulders of the diplomat, who 
endeavored to parry them as best he could 
with his umberila. 

This unseemly conflict was at length ended 
by the interference of several officers. _ 
The public present took the part of the 
Captain, and subsequently made an attempt 
to lynch the pugnacious Dutchman. 

The true facts of the case were at once 
reported to the Emperor, who, declaring that 
the Captain had manifested much forbear- 
ance in using the flat of his saber instead of 
the edge, caused an intimation to be sent to 
the Dutch Envoy that his attaché must be 
transferred to some other post or dismissed, 
since he could no longer be permitted to 
form part of the eourt of Austria as one of 
the diplomatic corps accredited thereto. 


may have written above to be interpreted 
as indicating that foreign diplomats should 
not be ready at all times to respond in a fit- 
ting manner to insults of a purely personal 
character, and, in fact it is part and 
parcel of the education of a _ diplo- 
mat to know how to fence and to 
use dueling pistols, since, however much 
his own country may punish dueling as a 
crime, he is forced, when stationed abroad, 
to conform himself to the'ethics of honor of 
the country to which he is accredited. 

In England, for instance, dueling is strict- 
ly prohibited and entails not only prison, but 
likewise ridicule. Yet I have known a mem-~- 
ber of the English Embassy at Paris to act 
as principal in a duel and a secretary of the 
British Legation at The Hague to act as @ 
second in an encounter without any remon- 
strance on the part either of their immediate 
chiefs or of the Foreign office. 

In fact, the Hon, Fred Wollesiey was 
compelled to retire from the diplomatic 
service, in which he held fhe position of 
First Secretary, for having declined a chal- 
lenge—that is to say, shown the white feath- 
er, while stationed at Vienna. 

He likewise on the same account lost his 
commission in the army, in which he figured 
as Colonel and A. D. C. tothe Queen. When 
the Duke of Cambridge told him to send in 
his papers and that he could no longer re- 
main in the army the Hon. Fred piteously 
urged that dueling was forbidden by the 
English laws and English army regulations, 
and wound up by asking what on earth was 
to become of him if he left the army. 
“Turn dancing master,” growled the old 
Duke, as he turned his back on, him.

Orders Delayed by the Storm Come to 
Hand and the Opening Is Charae- | 
terized by a Tendency Toward Im- 
proved Values—In the Afternoon 
Selling Crusude Changes the Aspect 
of the Market—Burlington Weak on 
Receipt of Beston News.

NEW YORK; Feb. 15.—[Special.]—Condi- 


tions at the opening of the Stock 
Exchange today showed a vast im- 
provement over those prevailing on 
Tuesday. A number of brokers then 
unwillingly absent had reached their 
offices, and telegraphic communication was 
in much bettershape. Many orders intended 
for execution on Tuesday and which had 
been delayed on the wire came to hand, with 
the result that there was a considerable 
show of activity in the initial dealings. 

The commission houses had purchasing 
orders, sentiment having been favorably in- 
fluenced by the strength of the market on 
‘Tuesday in the face of adverse conditions. 
London turned a seller, but all offerings from 
that quarter were quickly absorbed. This 
was particularly true of Northern Pacific, 
which, despite liberal sales by arbitrageure, 
gdvanced a point. 

There were heavy dealings during the 
‘earlier hours of the day in Atchison pre- 
ferred, Burlington, Northern Pacific, New 
York Central, Pennsylvania, and some of the 
industrial shares, and all scored gains, al- 
though in the case of Burlington the move- 
ment was rather erratic. 3 

In the afternoon the general aspect of the 
market changed under liberal selling by the 
trading element, and recessions figured in 
many quarters. The principle factor in this 
downward movement was the report that 
the Burlington directors had failed to take 
action in the matter of the refunding o 
the company’s bonded indebtedness. At th 
reaction, however, there again appeared good 
buying of all the important shares. 

Midday losses were in nearly every case 
recovered in the late trading and prices 
closed in a firmly established upward move- 
ment. The market showed a broadening 
tendency, total transactions for the day be- 
ing almost double those of Tuesday, and tife 
general good impression which the course 
of prices then made was further strength- 
ened. 

While the market was to a great extent 
professional, the buying of certain securi- 
ties by shrewd and conservative operators 
presented the best evidence of their confi- 
dence that the turning point in the market 
has been passed and that further broaden- 
ing tendencies will be influential for some 
time to come. 

Money conditions continue entirely favor- 
able, and there is no apparent anxiety in 
any quarter as to any immediate harden- 
ing of rates. Foreign exchange was a trifle 
firmer, though not sufficiently so to make 
any particular change in quotations. There 
was again a good investment demand for 
* bonds, which is always looked upon by close 
‘market students as a sign of healthy mar- 
ket development. 

The day’s news was of a favorable char- 
acter. From the West and South came re- 
ports that the railroads wererapidly getting 
into shape to meet all the requirements of 
business after the derangement caused by 
the storm, and those lines nearer home were 
sald to have sacceeded in sending out many 
of their trains on close to schedule time. 
The fears expressed on Tuesday of a pro- 
longed and severe blockade of the railway 
systems of the conntry and the consequent 
heavy freight losses by shippers, as well as 
diminished receipts by the railroads, have 
been allayed in great measure by the news 
from all parts today. | 

Northern Pacific was the most active stock | 
in the market; more than 118,000 shares 
changing hands. From 52% the stock rose 
above 54 before noon, then reacted to 53%, 


and, in a:rush of buying orders in the last 


hour, jumped rapidly to 55%, the final as 
well as the highest price of the day. In the 
morning hours London was a considerabie 
seller of Northern Pacific, -but all wregen 
from this source were readily peep 
despite ‘this selling; thé price of the | 
advanced. 

In the afternoon, when the traders were 
in control, Northern Pacific suffered a slight

This stock opened 
at 141%, and, during the morning hours, 
fluctuated with a range of about 1 per cent. 
On the announcement that the Burlington 
directors at their meeting in Boston took 
no action in the matter of refunding the 
company’s bonded debt, the room traders 
immediately began to sell the stock, and by 
their onslaughts the price was carried down 
to 138%. In the general strength towards 
the close the stock rallied to 139%, ending 
the day with a net loss of 2% points. 

It is understood that a definite propost- 
tion to refund the company’s debt was mac® 
to the directors at their meeting today, but 
a@ hitch as to the nature of the bond to be 
‘fssued required to be straightened out, and, 
‘after some discussion, it was decided to 
defer action onthe matter for the present. » 


IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Tendency of Cash and Securities in 
Wall Street Exchanges. 


' NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Many stocks were ma- 
terially advanced on the Stock Exchange today, 
with dealings considerably larger than on yester- 
day. Generally, the early market was more 
@nimated than of late, and strength developed 
on poo! manipulation and commission house buy- 
ing. London sold about 20,000 shares of stock, 
pricipally Northern Pacific, while’ Berlin was re- 
ported as being a purchaser of this stock. North- 
ern Pacific common in the local market received 
pronounced support, apparently on poo! buying, 
and on large dealings advanced 8 points. Around 
58, at which point London was selling, enor- 
amous blocks of stock were absorbed, although

Country Selling Corn. 


There was selling of corn yesterday by the 
country and by the local people who have 
been bullish for months and who have had 
a series of discouragements.

Output Keeping Up to Normal Rather 
Better than in Some Other Interests 
and Prices Showing a Continued 
Disposition ‘to Stiffen, as Ie Lllus- 
trated by the Advance in About All 
Wire Products and in Everything 
inte Which Copper Enters. 


In. many of the. wholesale lines the ex- 
tremely cold weather, which now appears in 
a fair way of moderating, has restricted the 
merchandise output, although it does not 
appear to have interfered particularly with 
the activity in hardware, so far as the sta- 
ples are concerned. Prices continue to 
show the same stiffening tendency which 
has marked the market for many weeks. 
Jobbers in shelf hardware see few if any 
signs of a reaction. They are, on the con- 
trary, making increasing preparations for 
the .spring trade. Further advances have 
occurred during the week, the most notable 
being the higher rates made on wire nails 
and other wire products. The advances so 
far made have not checked business, but the 
demand continues to keep up to its former 
proportions or nearly so. Copper sheets and 
bottoms booked another advance of 2c dur- 
ing the week. Poultry netting and field 
fencing are marked up another 5 per cent. 
Jobbers say that a great deal of time and 
care are required to keep track of the ad- 
vances now coming, as they are so many and 
so frequent. The higher price of tinplate 
and the consolidations of tinware manu- 
facturers have caused a much larger de- 
mand for tinware, and, as far as advances 
have been made, they have stimulated addi- 
tional business. Traveling salesmen are 
being advised not to take orders for future 
delivery, but only for immediate shipment, 
and to adhere strictly to the highest prices 
given them.

PASSES TO THE EQUITABLE ‘TRUST 
AS TEMPORARY RECEIVER. 


Appointment Made by Judge Clifford 
on the Petition of the Chicago Na- 
tional Bank—Confessed Judgment 
for $31,586 Eutered on a Note—Liti- 
gation Over Stock Holdings In- 
volved in Case—Secretary Pietsch 
Discusses the Situation. 


The Illinois Staats-Zeitung company, pub- 
lisher of the Staats-Zeitung, yesterday 
passed into the hands of the Equitable Trust 
company as. temporary receiver. The ap- 
pointment was made by Judge Clifford in the 
Circuit Court on the petition of the Chicago 
National Bank, and was assented to by Will- 
iam Rapp, Vice President, and Charles F. 
Pietsch, secretary and treasurer, of the 
Staats-Zeitung company. The receiver was 
given authority to continue the business un- 
til the further order of the court. . 

Shortly after 5 o'clock a representative of 
the Equitable Trust company took posses- 
sion of the plant: at the Staats-Zeitung 
Building, Washington street and Fifth av- 
enue. | 
‘The filing of the bill for the appointment 
of the receiver was prefaced by the entrance 
of a confessed judgment against the com- 
pany in favor of the bank in the sum of 
$31,586. Execution on this judgment, which 
was entered on a note for $30,000 drawn by 
Secretary Pietsch on Feb. 1, 1890, was re- 
turned by the Sheriff marked “‘ no property 
found’ on the refusal of the officers of the 
company to honor the execution. 


Allegations of the Bill. 
The bill filed by the Chicago National 
Bank set up these facts and prayed the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the company. 
alleging that other jarge ‘amounts owed by 
the Staats Zeitung company would mature 
soon in excess of the assets of the corpora- 
tion. It included a clause asking the bus!l- 
ness of the company be closed up and the 
corporation. be dissolved at the final hearing 
of the suit on the allegation that the corpora- 
The Illinois Staats Zeitung company last 
April celebrated fits fiftieth anniversary. 
Originally the capital stock was<placed at 
$100,000, and in 1875, after removing to its 
present quarters, this was increased to $400,- 
000.. A large part of this stock is held by 
the estate of A. C. Hesing, formerly Presi- 
dent of the company. This and other hold- 
ings are involved in litigation in the courts. 


Stockholders and Officers. 
The stockholders of the company made 
defendants in the action are William H. Lee 
and Charles F. Pietsch individually, and as 
executors of the estate of A. C. Hesing, 
William Rapp, Emil Mannhardt, Margarethe 
Raster, Edwin O. Raster, Walther B. Ras- 
ter, Anna H. Heroz, and Marie Spangenberg. 
The present officers of the company are: 
Vice President—William Rapp. 
Secretary and Treasurer—Charles Pietsch. 
No President has been elected since the 
death of Washington Hesing, who held that 
office. 
Mr. Pietsch said: ‘‘ The action was taken 
by the creditors of the company, who have 
refused to extend further creditto us. The 
litigation in which the stock holdings are 
involved has probably occasioned the reluc- 
tance of the creditors to continue their 
favors. The judgment entered today was on 
a note given for money advanced by the Chi- 
cago National Bank and used by us in the 
business.”’

DR. MARCY CRITICALLY ILL. 


Dean of Northwestern University Suf- 
fering with Pneumonia—All His 
Classes Are Discontinued. 


All of the classes of Dean Oliver Marcy, of 
the Northwestern University, were told yes- 
terday that the dean would not teach again 
this year.
